\i> Cliaime In llie '^itiiaf toil. 

KoMK, Nov. 17. — In view of the state- 
nienta which have been circulated relative 
to a settlement of the dilliculty between 
Italy and ihe United .States im liie subject 
of the JCew Orleans lynching, the Italian 
foreii-'n ollice has felt it ncca'ssary to issue 
an oHiciiil and iiulhorized declaration. This 
has been made public and is to thO effect 
that since the departure of Buran Fava for 
Washington, there has been no communiea 
lion and no exchange of views with the 
United .Stales (lovcriimciil in relation In 
the New Orleans ali'air, and lh.it Minister 
i'ortcr does not carry lo .\inei ica any jiro- 
posals relative to a settlement, and that the 
Italian Government has dropped thoaubjcct 
with the hope that time would bring about 
a satisfactory solution. 

itavnrlnna Wratby. 

Mi Nicii, Nov. 16. — There is a strongly 
supported movement among the city coun- 
cillors to compel the erasure from the Gold- 
en Hook of the Kaiser's autograph entiy on 
the occasion of bis recent visit to the eli'cct 
that " the will of the King is t!ie suprenie 
law." It is argued that the statement is 
not true of the Iviiig of Bavaria, who is a 
coustitutioual monarch, and that if it was 
made as an allusion to the Kaiser himself, 
it was an insult to the people of Bav.iria. 
The feeling on tho sabject runs very high in 
Muuich, and it is thought that if the 
authorities do not themselves expunge the 
obnoxious entry it may be done ag iinst 
till ir wishes. The incident has arous! il all 
the liavuri in jenlou.sy of I'russi i, and il is 
openly charged that the Kaiser is endeavor- 
ing lo entrench upon the liberties of the 
lirvariau people. The matter will probably 
be discussed in the Bavarian cbumber of 
deputies.

London, Nov. Ki.— A dispatch to the 
Standard fioiii Ottawa, Out., ;;iys that a 
iiiciiiljcr of Ihc (•.djiiict Htahrs that the Ca- 
nadian ( Invcriimcnt has ilccidcd to iiuM-case 
llie subsidy for Al lautic mail service from 
,<",IHI,IUiO i„ ,V7.')(t,()l!i), hoping llierehy lo 
sceiiie a f.ist sleainship Bervice. Tli'; pro- 
jiosal will be submitted to I'arliainenl in 
February. The Governnieiil will lie satis- 
lii'd wit b nothing short of a lino that will 
curry its mails as fast as those that run out 
of New Yoik, even if §1,000,000 bliould be 
needed for the scheme, it is believed that 
Great Britain will assist in carrying the 
burden, owing to vlie advantages thai such 
vessels would gix'c to Knglaud in the speedy 
transportation across to America. Ihu 
echcino of tho Dominion Government in its 
entirety includes also a fast line from 'Van- 
couver to Australia. 

A IVroeloiis stay ^Iiirdcrcr 

London", Nov. 17. — Wise, tho boy mur- 
derer, was jireseut to-day at the coroner'.s 
inquest upon the body of his victim, Salter, 
and acted in a manner that cimfirined the 
belief ol those who have watched t he ciiBe 
that he is a moral monstrosity. He 
chuckled and rubbed his liands with 
pleasure as the witness told the circiim- 
ataoccs of the murder, how ho had pushed 
voung Salter on over the olifT; how ho had 
laitghed at hia victim Buffering, and liow he 
had afterwards threatened io kill hia other 
ennipauion, the boy 'Groom. 'Coatbwain 
Suickny, of tho tmiDiDgehip oil which Wise 
was a cadet, testified that Wise had told 
him the detail8 of the murder in a gmiling 
and unconcerned fashion, and had added 
tho information that ho had made a similar 
attempt to kill boys before and had "tried 
to settle one" during his hiHt vacation. 
Stuekey had asked him if he did not fear 
future iiunishineiit for his crime, and Wise 
had replied that he did not euro anything 
about that. Lieut. Mills testitied that Wise, 
after relating the facta of the Salter murder, 



had confessed that ho had strangled tho boy 
in the Catholic school at Giiildcnford, las 
July, and buried his body in th 
woods, back of the school. Wise was 
wonderfully calm while telling of his crime, 
but when witness visited him again, three 
lioura afterwards, a complete change had 
come over the boy's appeaiaucc, and ho 
looked like a ferocious maniac, with glit- 
tering eyes and a sinister expression of 
countenance. After hearing further ovi- 
denco tho coroner committed Wise for trial 
at Dorset assizes, now in aoaiion. It ia 
learned that Wise ia a native of England, 
though he saya hia parents are Americana, 
and his father died in an insane iisyhun in 
the United States. He was born at Ealing, 
a suburb of London, and is 15 years old. 

An American nvranllcr In Lnndoa.' 

LoNiioN, Nov. 17. — MaeCormick, tho 
American charged with ilef'-auding his 
former employer, the Metiopoliiaii Life In- 
surance Co., of New York, w.e; br<,nghl 
into the I!ow street police stalioa again, to- 
day, on the oecision ol Hk; o i lilicalion oi 
the papers in ihe case from l.lie foreign 
ollice. He UMS formiilly remanded for trial, 
and the case can now be brought uj) ut 
any time for linal hearing. Mac- 
Coimaek iiiLends to inuke a still light 
for liberty, and has eugiiged one of 
the best lawyers for a case of this kind 
that could be obtained, tho eminent bar- 
rister. Gill, wdioni lawyers delight to .see 
liitted against Sir Charles Rii&scU. Mr. 
Gill expresses conlidencc that he can defeat 
the eli'orts being made to secure McCor- 
mack's extradition. He rests his case on 
certain technicalities of an intricate charac- 
ter, and the case will be an inlureating ono 
in the annals of extradition proceedings. 

Ucsnlts or a .len liili Tlicntrleal Panic 

London", Nov. 1".— A panic occurred in a 
Jewish theatre in the Whitechopel diatriot 
last evening, w hich iian ouly resulted in a 
cttaatrophe. 'I'he building was crammed 
with a motley audience, when one of the 
spectators missed his watch mid a row oc- 
curred which soon grew into a general light 
among llic occupant s of that, p u t of the 
llicatic. F'isls, chairs, eaiic.s and all avail- 
aide weapons were freely used. Tin; audienee 
bi'C.imelriglileiied, women f iinted, there was 
a niDVcmcnt for the exits, and many women 
and children were knocked down. Luckily 
llie pill ic-j w ho liad bi en .summoned sue- 
ceedcil in cheeking the panic, and arrested 
I he thieves w ho had caused il. The latter 
were arraigned to day, anil, during the pro- 
C'cdiiigs, the iiiagistr.ite.s called the atten- 
tion ot llie police to a superbly erested gold 
watch worn by one of the wdtiiesses wdio 
had appeared on behalf of the accused. The 
Wiatch proved to have been stolen, and its 
wearer was placed under arrest. All the 
prisoners were sentenced to long terms of 
conliiiement. , ;

Greer case. We find that the same tele- 
gram waa sent lo llie Sound jiapcra, for wu 
see it reiu-oduced word for weird in Uie 
Seattle Telegra])!!. Jt is not pleasant to

the American public in aucli a light. We 
Canadians are proud of our judges. We 
maintain that they are gentlemen who in- 
variably perform tlieir duties, not only im- 
partially and uitli ability, liui \vilh dignity 
and courtesy, llu t, when a j iidge roira at 
a jury an 1 calls them uiiooinplimrntary 
namea becauae the verdict wliieli tliey have 
brought in is not correct in a legal aetiae, he 
proves that there ia at least one judgo on 
thc! Dominion Bench that Caniidiaiis cannot 
speak of in aujh high tcruia. The conduct 
attributed to .Sir M.ittliew Begbie by that 
wretched reporter would bo unseemly in 
one of the elected judgea of the United 
States, who appears on the bench in hia | 
shitt sleeves, witli a cigar in his mouth and 
who listens to the arguments of 
counsel and the testimony of witiicstea 
in an attitude in which comfort 
ia considered moro than eitlier grace or dig- 
nity. If one of these judges of the rude 
And uncouth democracy roared at a jury 
and scolded a prisoner, he would only be 
acting in character. Nothing better oould 
be expeeti'd of him. But that a venerable 
Britisli Judge, in gown and wig, should vio- 
late tlie (leceuciei anil amenities of the 
Bench, in this way, seems to ua allogotlier 
inorediblo. Sir Matthew Begbie must have 
t<een misrepresented. 

There were circumstances which made the 
duty of the jurymen particularly difiluult in 
this Ciise, iiiul which demaiided some little 
ooiiai leratii);! ami .lymii.ithy from even the 
Chief Justice liiiM,-o!f. ".Sun (Jrcer," aahc is 
called, ia an old linier, and old tiinera arc 
looked upon with pcjuliar imlulginco in 
British Columbia — and properly so. Ho 
has been for Boxe consiilerabla time down 
in his luck. I'enplo generally, to their cre- 
dit be it Siiid, sympalhise with the unfortu- 
nate, and they are not prime lo i.ni|uire too 
closely into t!i.' 'Miisii "f tli'-ir misfortunes. 
Tiiia is auollier goad trait. (Jreer is a man 
with a grievance. Ho considers that ho has 
been robbed and ill-used, and unjustly 
treated in many ways. What he regards aa 
injustice has rankled in his mind until it 
lias made of him what people calla "crank.'' 
Reasonable on all otiii.'r sulijeetK he, wlit n 
he conicH to talk about liia grievance, iainost 
unreasonable. lb was in defending 
what he believes to he his 
just rights that ho committed the 
crime for which he was being tried. 
\Vi! do not aay that (Ireer is iusiuie or tiiiit 
he is not reaponsiblc fur what he ilius with 
respect to tlie property ho claiuieJ. As 
every one knows, a man may be very far 
astray without being actually insane. He 
may become iiosseaacil by afi idea which 
may cloud hia mind, or ho may cheriali 
.strong and iiiviiiciblo prejnilioea which may 
unconsciously w arp liia judgment and all'ect 
Ilia conduct. Sensible and ayni|)allictic 
tiioD will treat people of this kind witli 
gentleness and consideration. Thoy are ajit 
. t) think tliat, whatever they may do or say 
in connection with the subject that excites 
t!iem, they are more lo he pitied Ihun 
blamed. it wan, we are satihtie-d, liy a feel- 
ing Boinetiiiiig like this that the jury were 
actuated when th'ey recommended Greer to 
mercy. Wo are free to admit that they 
nny have been logtcally oud legally wrong, 
but their error was ono that leaned so fur to 
virtue's side that the Cliief Jiistieo iniglit 
hive rcganleil it with loleralion, if not with 
syiiipatliy. ^Vo aie iiuile sine that the 
pnblio feel for, and with, that jury, ami can 
uuderstaud how it wua that tluy could not

If misfortune has 
ovortaken them lliey uiiist scrape emnigli 
out of the wreck of their beliuigiii 
autiafy the Government, or suH'er the moat 
cruel punishment. Here is a ])aasage from 
I.anin's art iele : 

" N'o private misfort uiio or natiii!ial cal- 
amity seems siu'cessfiilly to app 



ms siu'cessliilly to appeal for rutii 
or inilulgeiiee to a liody \\ hicli possesses no 
soul and knows no |>ity. Tlie sun may re- 
fuae for weeka to give its heal, the ruin 
may not moisten the soil till the grass ia 
brown and the crops burnt up, water and 
lire may di-stroy wliola villagei and im- 
poverish tens of thonsanda of inhabitants ; 
but, in spite of it all, the victims arc ex- 
pected to have their ttixea ready, ua if gold 
placed before sprang into cxislenee at their touch. In 
one district, the misfortunes cauaed by a 
fallurf! of the cropa were intensitied liy the 
ravages of tiro which destroyed 
several villages ; and the peasants, 
aliindoned — ua it seemed to them 
y Cod, turned to their rulers, 
for help, but for human sym- 
pathy. Dives in liell Iiad a better chance 
of being heard when he l:ey:;ed La/, irus to 
ivo him a few drops of water lo moisten 
his tongue. The village Klder, iiieX(jrablo 
lis Fate, came ami insisted on being paid to 
the lust farthing. Tiie Iremiding peasanls 
Id everything sal able in oi der lo scrape 
gctber till! iieialful sums, and the taxes 
were duly colloeted in all tlic villages Init 
two, in wliieli there was nothing left to sell. 
Hut not even a metaphysical impossibility 
Serins to count in Russia wdien it is a <|Ues- 
lion of ;^ai heriii;,' money into tins State 
coU'ei s. Mniv lhan jijlij j„ nMiil.i u-ert 
Idki II (III, I jlo'ji/id and then nciU lo i>risou. 
I'his lui])pened so \ery lately that their 
backs may still be smarting." 

It may be said that this rr.iist have been 
tlie isolated act of some brutal village 
tyrant, and done not only without llie 
a inction, but contrary to the iiisl ructions of 
Ilia ollicial aupcriors. It may bo auppoaed 
that when the incredibly cruel conduct of 
this Elder became known to those higher in 
authority, liu was cilled to account and 
pmiislied for his abominable abuse of 
piwtr. Wliat ha])pened ? The conduct of 
this Cider was reported to his sii|)eiiors, 
and ho was arrested and iniprisoiud, but 
not for his heartless barbarity, but for 
" midue lemency and neglect of duty," or in 
the language of their report, "/or larj; qf 
-ud." He did not send to thc 
Tiiasuiy as much money as was expected, 
and tin; authoiitii.i wmild imiUo no allow- 
anees. The miserable mm knew thia when 
he turned a deaf car to the prayers of the 
starving posanta ; experience had told him 
that mercy in such oases was, in the eyes 
of the authorities, a crime for which there 
was no forgiveness. 

'I lie Knssians are great drunkards. This 
ia not to bo wondered at, when to get 
drunk is ono of thc ways that the Russian 
has of showing his loyally. The (Jovern- 
ment has a direct interest in the consump- 
tion of ardent spirits. The more thai is 
s'lid the greater tbo reviMiiie, and tin; olli- 
eials I ike good cant tliat as laig 
Thia 



icy is writ large in all ileparlmeuts of pub- 
lic life ; hill! the aolilieis in a regiment lie 
down in the ditches while on a m:u ch against 
llie enemy ; Iho cultured artist makes hia 
bow lo an ajiprecialivu jiublic and drops 
down helpless on the lloor, while the luiili- 
cnce. learning thai he is de ul drunk, Im- 
nianely sy inpatliisea with him and goes 
quietly home for the night ; the priest ap- 
lieara in church to intercede for hia people, 
as .Moses of old, before the Lord, but can 
only hurl his thick tongued mumblings with 
hoarse, drunken voice np to the tlirono of 
the .•Vlmighiy in Heaven, while poisoning 
the iitniosphere breathed by liis fel- 
low mortals on earth. The jud.e, on 
the bench, the professor in bis chair, 
the policeman arresting ihe drunken man, 
occasionally become living illustrations of 
the depth to which this moral diaea io liaa 
oiton into the national constitution." 

Tliero are in the article many paasagea 
showing that iimuoratity of the grossest 
kind is tolerated by society in Russia, and 
aomelhing moie lhan winked at by the 
(lovernmenl. The \ irtuo in Russi i, whicli 
covers a multitude of tina, is loyalty lo the 
Czar, itnd the sin for which there is no for- 
giveness is disaffection to the Government. 
The sliuleiil wdio lives n " fast " life, if 
orthoilox iis regards religion and loyally, is 
IKdlcil by the profes.sors, anil the |iiah of 
even sehoLisli^ ilistinclioi) is made easy I'or 
him, while the youth, no n.Htler how 
talented ho may be, or how studious or how 
pure his life, if ho ia even suspected of being 
libeiiil in his political views, is always on 
the verge of expulsion, and the slightest iii- 
iliseret ion exposes him lo punishinenl aa a 
political oll'ei.der. 

It is said that Laniii exaggerates, ami 
tliat his pictures of Russia are very far 
from being true to life. If this ia the ease, 
wliy is he iii.t expiised ■.' If the facts that 
he addiicrs in siippni t of bis .sl.itemeiits ate 
not facts at all, but mere falsilicat ions, 
nothing can lie easier than to show that he 
is endeavoring lo support a false tlieory by 
manufactured testimony. And if his state- 
ments can bo disproved this would very 
soon be done, for the {'zar has in hia aorvieo 
legion of reaily writers who would gladly 
li dd Laniii up to the civilized world as a 
liar and :i slanderer, if only tliey could do so 
in a way calculated to convince intelligent 
and enquiring men. But this is where 
the dilliculty ia. The ignorant and the 
credulous wouhl give them no trouble, but 
there is in these days in every country, a 
class of able and iutelligeiil men w ho eiin 
be neither buUiiii nor lioiigbt, wlio are 
ready lo fearlessly examine and mercilessly 
criticise any statement or argument that 
may bo presented to them in defence of 
tyranny or in palliation of oppression. If 
K. B. Lanin could be discredited he would 
have been discredited long ago.

ASTRONOMICAL. 



To Ti'.K PiiiTOR : — I see in your edition 
of yesterday a paragraph given to our sup- 
posed nearest stellar neighbor "Alpha 
Centam i," which you described as a com- 
jKiratively insignificant star. For the bone- 
tit of your readers, the majority of whom 
have never seen the bright sturs of the con- 
stellation of "Centunrus," nor probably 
never will, as its great southern declina- 
tion places it out of the ken of anyone living 
north of tbe Tropic of Cancer, I must tell 
yon that " Centaurus " is us familiar a con- 
stellation to our .\ii3lraliaii and Capo col- 
.iiiies as "Ursa .Major" is to ua living 
ill northern climes, and " Ahilia Centauri " 
placed in the imagimiry right fore foot of 
the " Centaur " is as niueh a star of the 
tirnl niagnituile as ''Siiiua," in fact, in 
hitilnile -(0 (leg, south, I believe it appears 
brighter. Mr. Dunkin, of the Koy.d 
University, Greenwich, Kngluid, descriiies 
the coiiMtcliation as being the most bril- 
liant of the Southern beiiiis|iliere, an-.l states 
that "Alpha" and " Beta Centauri" contri- 
bute principidly to its brilliancy. "Alpha 
C ," of course, st-ind lirst and is like "(/'as- 
ter '' iu "ticmini," a binary, or double star: 
it was lirst discovered to be such by the 
I'reneli traveller, Lnuis Peuillec, when 
in Chili, in 170!). It is also the only H.xed 
startoi\hiob astronomers have b^en able 
to determine parallox in altitude, from 
which has been iledueted its approximate 
distance from the earth. The sun is calcii- 
h-ited to be some ninety-two millions of 
miles from us ; that distance inulliplied 
by "JOD.OOO will give the iliatance away of 
" Alpha Centauri. " A ray of light emit- 
ted fioin it will take three years to reach 
tis. and, travelling through apace at the 
rate of 6') miles an hour, it would take 
I hirty-five millions of years to cover the 
(listimee between us. Dr. Wollaston bus 
reckoned that if I he Sun and "Alpha Ceu- 
t iiiri " were eqili-dist mt from US, the in- 
t' lisiiyof its ligtit would eclipse that of the 
sun some two and a half times. Such, Sir, 
are some of the facts about this "compara- 
tively insignilicant Star."

The Kxiitiiiiiatioii (if tlic Timi Dcscrt- 
iuff iSailors of the Bark Safali 
by Collector Milne. 



Decision will be Delivered at Noon 
To-day at the Custom lioiis^e— 
A Fair Trial. 



Yesterday afternoon at one o'clock. Col- 
lector Milne, assisted by Captain J. G. Cox, 
continued his enquiry into the coiidiiel of 
the ten sailors of the tho bark .Siiali, tiiid 
for the pur|iose of getting a stal^eiiu nt of 
the facts of the case fiom every possible 
side, he listened patiently to the evidence 
of every man in tho crew, although a great 
deal of it was very unnecessary repetition. 

No le.ns than eight men were called in and 
ijiiestioiied closely, ami even now, when all 
the testimony has been given, tho case 
Kceins clouded in mystery, and no very clear 
deductions can be drawn. It seems very 
lilain that everybody aboard, as would be 
perfectly natural ill such a situation, WHS in 
a high state of exciteiiient. 

A good deal of the evideiiL'e taken yester- 
day shed new light on the circuiiist anees 
fcurrounding tho sti iking and breaking up of 
the Sa'ah, and several of the statements 
made about this important matter are very 
peculiar. The evidence of t!ic man who was 
oil the look out at the lliin.', was tli.it the 
."hip was running iiinlcr a -1 knot brei /.■•, and 
that for an hour befoio she struck she was 
in easy sight of land and breakers, and th it 
she coultl not have been more than l.'ill 
yards from a veiy perceptible shore line 
when she struck. Both Collector .Milne and 
Captain Cox remarked thntit wag u peculiar 
thing if such a largo vessel was going so r.ear 
the shore for such a length of time, without 
having her course altered, or without any- 
thing being done about it. 

■riio ten men who left the ship in the 
long-boat, without order.<, we-re brought in 
aii'l i^xaniined ( lit; hy one. '1 lodr stateiiients 
diU'ercd very materially in some iiiipoilinl 
]iartieiilars. Four of Iheiii di.'clared that 
after they got into the boat not .i word of 
e.iiiver.'^at ion eiiiaied, «hi!e live others 
stated lliiit dill'erent opinions wire p,is-,rd 
eoneeiniiig the state of the weather and the 
fi.asiliility of turning back to the .'-hip. 
Seviu of them H«ore that they 
never heard tlu; captain or anybody el.-e 
hail them from tiie ileek of the vc-s^-l, 
and three slate distinct ly t hat the c.ijiiaiii 
sung out and wus answered. In several 
other particular.", such as the stale of the 
weather, tho position of the boat at the 
time of departure from the ship, ami the 
incident of the painter breaking away, like 
small discrepancies wore disclosed, liut a 
good deal of it, us before stated, was pro 
bably owing to the commotion that existed 
at I he time of the oucurrenco. 

The enquiry lasted until <> o'clock in the 
afternoon, and then those present were in- 
formed that the evidence compiled would 
he carefully read over, and that the decision 
of tho court would be given at noon sharp, 
to-day, when all interestcj are requested In 
he in attendance.

— Senor Meii- 
donca, Hri/.ilian iiiiiiister, says that no 
state thinks of seeerling, and that the mem- 
bers of Congrees huvo returned to their 
states. Those who remain here go about 
the cily at liberty. Thus far tlio goverii- 
iiient has taken no violent measure. A day 
will be set for the next election, and (j'ou- 
giesa will bo convoked to meet immediately 
thereafter.
